Amendment to SECTION I. That section two hundred and twenty-seven
(227) °f chapter eight (8) of the general statutes, as amended
by Chapter thirty-eight (38) of the General Laws of one
thousand eight hundred and seventy (1870), be amended as
follows :

Sec. 227. He may, at his discretion, with the approval of
the judge of his court, appoint one (1) or more deputy clerks,
for whose acts he shall be responsible. Said deputy or depu-
ties shall be "appointed under the hand and official seal of the
clerk, with the approval of .the judge endorsed on such
appointment; and the deputy or deputies appointed under and
in pursuance of the provisions of this article, may adminis-
ter oaths, take acknowledgments, and perform all the duties
pertaining to the office of clerk of district courts.

SKU. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
